Having therefore, Brethren, Boldneſs to enter into the He- 
lieft, by the Blood of Feſus, by a New and Living Way, 
which he hath conſecrated for ws, Kebr. 10. 9, 10. 

And be that fits upon the Throne ſaid, Behold 1 make all 
things new : and he ſaid wnto me, Write ; fer theſe words 
are true axd faithful, Revel. 21. 5. 
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Now concerning the New Covenant 


4nd New Teſtament, and the New 
and Living Way : They arenot ac- 
cording to. the Old Covenant and 
Teſtament , nor the Old Way, 
which was call'd the Good Old Way 


amongſt the Jews. 


Or in Fer. 31.31. it isfaid, Zehold the day cometh, ſaith 
the Lord, that I will make a New Covenant with the Houſe 
of Ifracl, andthe Houſe of Judah. Mark, This was a 


'Prophecy, which they were to behold and take notice of ; theſe 


dayes Were to cone, and theſe are the dayes of Chriſt, who 
came aboye ſixteeh hundred years ſince. 

For the Lord faith, / will give thee for 4 Covenant tothe Pee- 
ple, and for a Light tothe Gentiles, to open their blind Eyes, Cc. 
So this new Covenant is to the Gentiles, as well as to the Fews, 
J/a. 42. | 

ny again, the'Lord faith, 1 will give thee for 4 Covenant to 

the People, 10 eſtabliſh the Earth, to cauſe to inherit the Deſolats 
Heritage, that thou may'ſt ſay to the Priſoners, Go forth; to 
them that are in Darkneſs, Shew your ſelves; and they ſhall feed in 
their Wayet, and intheir Paſtures, la. 49. 

And in that Day there ſhall be a Root of Jeſſe, which ſhall fand 
for an Enſign of the People, and wnto it the Gentiles Y ſeek, 
and hit mf ſhall be Gloriow. And be ſhall ſet up ax. Enſozn 
for the Nations, and ſhdlF aſſemble the Out-caſts of Iirael, Ifaiah 
TI, 
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'And further he ſaith, The Gentiles ſhaÞ come to biy Light, and 
Kings to the Brightneſs of his Riſing, &c. Iſa. 60. 
ow it is clear according to theſe Premiſes and Prophecies, 
that the new Covenant is not enly to the Jews, but ts the Jews, 
Gentiles and Nations, according to-1/4.42. Behold, or take wo- 
tice, the former things art come to paſs, and new things do I declave, 


before this ſpring forth 1 tell you of thew. This did 1/aiah ſpeak 


by Prophefie concerning the dayes of Chriſt; who ſaith in the 
ſame Chapter, That be ſhall ſet Judgment in the Earth, and the 
Iſles ſhalt wait for his Law, and he ſhall bring forth Fudgment to 
the Gentiles. 

Now the Law from Sinai the Jews had before; but this is the 
Law of Life, in the new Covenant, which Law of Life goes 
from Heavenly Son, and the Word from Heavenly Jeruſalem, 


in the new Cevenagt. 
So theſe are new things, which were declared before they 


came to pals; for the old things of- the old. Covenant they had 
already, when he declared theſe new things. 


And therefore the Lord ſaith by ?eremiah, Bebold,the day ſhall + 


come, that I will wake 4 new Covenant with the Houſe of Iiracl; 
not according to the Covenant that I wade with their Fathers, when 
T brought them out of the Land of Egypt : But this. the, Cove- 
nant that 1 will make with the Houſe of Wracl after theſe dayes, 
faith the Lord, I will put my Laws #n their Inward. Parts, and 
write them in their Hearts; and I willbe their God, and they ſhal 
be my People : And they ſhall net need to teach every wan hy Bro- 
ther, andevery man his Neighbour, ſaying, Know the Lord ;, for 
they ſhall all know me, from the leaſt of them unto the greateſt. of 
thew, ſaith the Lord: for I will forgive their Iniquity, and 1 will 
rewember their Sin no more. | 

So this is the new Covenant, in which all ſhall know the Lord, 
that was promiſed and propheſicd of before it came to paſs, which 
is,not according to the old, Jer. 31. 

Andin Hebr. 8.. the Apoſtle ſheweth the fulfilling of 1/aiab's, 
and Jeremiah's, and Exzekiels Prophecy; and how the new Ca- 
venant was come, and he preached up the new Covenant, and 
preach't down the old; and how that all ſhould be taught of 


God. 
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God inthe new Covenant : fo ,* that he faith, the new Cove- 
nant, he hath made the firſt old Covenant as a thing decayed,and 
ready to vaniſh away. 

And in Mebr. g. he ſaith, how the firſt Covenant had Oy- 
dinances of Divine Services, and 4 Worldly Sanftuary, and T a- 
bernacle, and Candleſtich,, and Table, and Shew-Bread, and 
Cenſers, and Pot of Manna, and Aaron's Rod, and many other 
outward things. 

But in the new Covenant Chriſt hath aboliſhed all theſe out- 
ward things, who will Rule a& Nations with his Rod of Iron, which 
is beyond Aaron's Rod. 

And fo it is clear, that the new Covenant is not according to 
the old : Forin the old Covenant, the Pricſts Lips were td pre- 
ſerve the Peoples Knowledge. And Ezra had a Pulpit of Wood 
to read the Law to the People upon : and the Law was written 
in Tables of Stone, But in the new Covenant and Teſtament 
Chriſt ends this Prieſthood, whole Lips were to preſerve the 
peoples Knowledge; and they are to look unto Chriſt Jeſus, 
who is the Treaſure of Wiſdom. and Knowledge in the new 
Covenant. 

And God writes his Laws in their Hearts, and puts them in 
their Minds in the new Covenant, by which all may know him 
from the greateſt to the leaſt of them. 

And inthe old Covenant they had SanQuaries, and Taberna- 
cles, and Temple, and the High-Prieft was tolighten the Can- 
dles and Lamps in them. But in the new Covenant, Chriſt, who 
ends the firſt Prieſthood, and the old Covenant, and aboliſhes 
the Sanuary, Tabernacle, and outward. Temple and Lamps, 
inlightens every man's Spirit that cometh into the World, in his 
Tabernacle or Temple, with his Heavenly Light, which is the 
Life in himſelf, Chriſt Jefus, the Higb-Prieft, made _ 
than the Heavens, So he was made by the Oath of God, 
and fulfils itz. ſo were not the Priefts in the Law and old ' Co- 
venant, 

So the New Covenant is not accerding to the Old ; for the 
Old Covenant, and the Law commanded Offerings and Saczi- 


kiaes ; but Chriſt in the New Covenant, offered. up himſelf 
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once for all the Offerings and Saerifices, and Ended them all, and 
the Old Covenant alſo. 

And in the Old Covenant, the Blood of the Clean Beaſts 
the Pricſt with it made Attonement for his own Sins, and the 

Sins of the People : But in the New Covenant, Chrift, with 
his own Blood, hath mage Attonement for the Ss of the whole 
World; and by the Grace of God hath taſted Death for every 
man, which Grace of God, that brings Salvation, hath appear- 
edto All Men, to teach them, and bring their Salvation, &c, 
And he hath given himſclf 4 Ranſom for all men, tobe reſtified of 
in due time, in the New Covenant ; which the dayes thereof are 
come above Sixteen Hundred Years fance. 

$9 in the New Covenant of Light, Life and Grace, there is 
no need of offering Rams and Beafts, and other Creatures for 
Sins; nor the Blood of Bulls and Goats, nor the Aſhes of a 
Heifer to cleanſe 3; nor outward Lights nor Lamps, in the out- 
ward Tabernacle; for Chriſt Feſus bath offered up himſelf once 
for Al: And He, the One Offering, is a tufficient Attonemicnt 
in the New Covenant, and for the Sins of the whole World. 
And his Blood, the Life of him, the clean Lamb of God, with- 
out Blemiſh, who takes away the Sins of the Worid, is ſufficient 
toclcanſe from all Sin. And his Light, that is the Life in him, 
the Word, by which all things were made, is ſufficient to light 
every mans Spirit, that cometh into the World. And the Oy/ 
from Him, the Heavenly Aan, is ſufficient for every mans Lamp 
to keep it burning. 

So the New Covenant is not according tothe Old; nor the 
NewTeſtament is not as the Old. For the New Teftament is in the 
Blood of Chriſt,which cleanſeth from all Sin; and inhim,the Oxr 
Offering , who offered np himſelf once for all the Offerings, ſince the 
World began ; who is the Lamb of God that takes away the Sins of 
theWorld. And theNewTeſftament is in the Light of Chrif,which is 
the Life inhim. And the O14 Teſtament, in the Old Covenant,was 
for the Outward Light, and Lamps and Temple, Tabernacle and 
SanZuary, and the Priefls Lips, which 6c nhaep the Peoples 
Knowledge: But the New Teſtament, in the New Covenant is, 
T hat Chrift # the Treaſure of Wiſdom and Knowledge ;, and he s 
the Everlaſting High-Prieft, who hath offered up himſelf for them,

and u riſen, and is alive again, and lives for evermore;, and is 
their Light and Life. . 

And in the Old Teſtament and Old Covenant, the Prieſthood 
continued after the Order of Aaron : But in the New Covenant 
and Teſtament Chriſt is after the Order of AMelchizedech; 
and not after the Order of . Aaron, nor came not of that Tribe, 
but of the Tribe of Judah. And in the New Teſtament and 
New Covenant, all the Believers init, theis Bodies are the Ta- 
bernacles and Temples of God and Chrift, and Chriſt the High- 
Prieſt dwells in them - 

But in the Old Covenant and Teſtament the Prieſts hadCham- 
bers in theTemple ; which Chambers and PriefthoodChrift hath 
aboliſhed, and made his Chamber in the Hearts of his People. 

And in the Old Covenant and Teſtament there was a 
Covenant of Salt, with which the Sacrifices were to- be 
{alted, and the Prieſts were to ſalt them: But in the New and 
Everlaſting Covenant and Teſtament, Chriſt the High and Ever- 
laſting Prieſt, doth (alt all the Spiritual Sacrifices of his People, 
and makes them Savory, and makes his Followers the Salt of the 
Earth, and the Light of the World; ſo that they need not have 
the outward Salt and Light, and Lamps in the Old Covenant, - 
which Chriſt hath aboliſhed. 

And in the Old Covenant the Jews were to keep their 
Feaſts of Tabernacles, and the Feaſt of Paſſover through- 
out all their Generations z; and they. ate of this Paſſo- 
ver when they came out of «Egypt: But inthe New Covenant 
and Teſtament, the Fews in Spirit, that paſs out{of the Spiritual 
e£eypt, feed upon Chriſt their heavenly Pafſover, and keep the 
heavenly Paſſover throughout all their Generations in the New 
Covenant ; & keep their — Spiritual Feaft of Tabernacles, 
dwelling in the green Booths of the green Tree, Chriſt Jeſw, 
the heavenly Man, the Second Adam, whelc Leaf never Withers, 
Fades nor Falls, but is alwayes Green. And Chrift aboliſhes 
the Feaſts and Paſſovers of the Old Cevenant: ſothe New Co- 
venant is not according to the Old. 

And the Jews, in the Old Covenant, brought all their firſt 
Fruits, and offered them to the Prieſts : ſo there was a Feaſt of 
the firſt Fruits, Put in the New T<ſtament and Corentas - 
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Light and Grace they do offer the firſt Fruits of the Spirit, 
that which the Spirit inſpires them with, or reveals to them z 
which Spirit hath ploughed up the FallowGround of their Hearts, 
and ſo lows to.the Spirit, and of the Spirit reaps Life ; which 
Crop goes into God's Garner, which the heavenly High+Prieft 
gathers into his heavenly Garner, his heavenly Wheat, that is 
threſhed out with his heavenly Spiritual Flail, For the 
Prieſts, in the Old Covenant, had their firſt Fruits brought in- 
to the outward Garner, which Chriſt aboliſhes; So the New 
Covenant is not according to the Old. 

And in the Qld Covenant and Teſtament, there was but one 
Tribe of twelve, that was made a Pricfthood, and they were to 
have no Portion nor Lot in the Land, but Tythes and Offerings 
was their Portion and Salary. But Chriſt in his New Co- 
venant and Teſtament makes af hu Believers Prieſts, as Peter 
faith, and to offer up Spiritual Sacrifices : And faith in his Gene. 
ral Epiſtle, Te are a Holy Nation, a Royal Prieſthood, a Peck- 
liar People, offering mp Spiritual Sacrifices, having one High 
Prieſt, Chriſt Jeſus, that lrves forever ;, who Santtifirs bis People, 
his Church, and Waſhes and Cleanſe them with the heavenly W a- 
ter of his Word, $0 his People are a Nation of Priefts, of 
Men and Women; for all muſt offer up to the Lord their Spi- 
ritual Sacrifices in his New Covenant ; both Male and Female 
are all one in Chriſt Jeſus. And ſohe ends the firſt Prieſthood, 
and aboliſhes him, with'all his ontward Water and Waſhings, 
and ends all his Offices, and changes the Law, by which he was 
made, and the Commandment that gave him his Tythes and 
Offerings. For by the Law he was to have no Lot of the Land : 
But _ that Law being changed, he may take up Land where 
he will. 

And Chriſt ſaith in the New Covenant and Teftament to the 
Followers and Learners of him, Freely you bave received, Free- 
ly = : And bid them, Go without a Bag or Staff: And into 
what City or Town they came, they were to enquire, Who was 
Worthy ? and toeat ſuch things 4s was ſet before them : For the 
Work:man was worthy of his Meat. So the New Covenant is, 
Freely'you bave recerved, Freely give: And they necd neither 
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Bagnor Staff: for Chriſt the great Prophet and Prieſt will ſup- 
ply and uphold them. 

And ſoits clear, the New Covenant and Teſtament is not ac- 
cording to to the Old, nor the New and Living Way according 
to the Old Way among the Fews;, which Old Covenantand Te 
Kament, and Old Law, and Old Way among the Fews ſerved, 
until the Seed Chriſt came, who is the New and Living Way in 
his New Covenant and New Teſtament; and hath abolifhed chat 
Oid Way, Old Teftament, Covenant and Law. 

And in the Old Covenant, their Circamciſion was inthe Fleſh, 
and inthat they were to obey and ſerve God ; and he that was 
not Circumciled, was not tocat of the Sactifice, but to be cut 
cff;, and the Prieſt and Levite was to Circumcile them. Butin 
the New Covenant and Teſtament, Chriſt, the High Prieſt is 
the Miniſter of the Circumciſion of the Spitit, which Circumci- 
lion of the Spirit puts off the Body of Death, and the Sins of 
the Fleſh, which is got up in Man.and Woman by Trantgreſſion, 
For Adam and Eve had not a Body of Sinand D-ath before they 
TranſgrefT:d. So the Chriſtians .in the New Covenant of Grace 
and Light, are the Circumciſion of the Spirit, which ſerve 
and worſhip God in the Spirit: And fuch cat of the heavenly 
Paſſover and Supper Chrift Jeſus: and if they be not Circumci- 
{cd with the Spirit, they are cut off from keeping that heavenly 
Feaſt of the Paſſover, Chriſt Feſww. Sothe New Covenant and 
Teſtament is not according to the Old ;, for Chriſt hath aboliſh- 
cd both the Jewiſh Paſſover and Cireumciſion of the Old Co- 
venant. 

And inthe Old Covenant and Teſtament, they that did reſiſt 
the High Prieſt, and gain-ſaid Moſes, dyed an outward Death 
by the hands of two or three Witneſſes, But in the New Cove- 
nant, they that do negle& to hear the great Prophet and high 
Prieſt, Chriſ# Jeſiu, whom God hath railed up, like unto 
Aoſes, and will not have him to reign over ther, por hear him 
that ſpeaks from Heaven, a more ſevere Puniſhment comes vpon 
them,. than they that dyed by the. hands of twoor three Wit- 
nefſes, that: did reſiſt 2/oſes : for that was a Natural Death in 


the Old Covenant; but this this is an Eternal Death in the New 
B Covenant. 
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Covenant. And therefore hear the Son of Gad tn the New 
Covenant,& ye ſhall live; &» hileft it 5: cated to day, hrar his ite, 
for ye way be dead before to morrow. I {ay,Hear him that ſpeaks - 
from Heaven, whoſe Voice ſhakes the Earth, ſo all that appertaing 
to the Earth orEarthly ; and not the Earth only, but the Heavens 
alſo,that that may appear,which cannot be ſhaken,to wit, the ſeed 
| of Life. So People was tohear Moſes and the High Prieft in the 
Old Covenant and Teſtament: But now they are to hear Chr:f,, 
their High Pricſt and Prophet, that God hathraiſed up in the 
New Coverant, in his Grace, Light and Spirit. . Foy the Law 
came by Moles,..in-the Old Covenant; and all the People of the 
Fews was to hear the Law in the Old Covenant, anddo it, and 
live: Put Grace and Trith i come by Jeſus Chriſtin the New Co- 
venant and Teftament of Light, Life and Grace. Ard 6 all 
the Children of the New Covenant are to hear Chriſt in his 
Grace, and to be under the Grace, and Truth's Teaching, 
which will bring their Salvation, 

Now you may Object, and ſay, Do net the Sctibes and Pha 
riſces ſit in Moſes's Seat or Chair ? And all that they bid you do, 
are yenot te do and obſerve ut ? 

his Chriſt ſpake before he was offered ;, tor before he was 
offcred up, he hid the People, whom he had cleanſed, Go and 
offer a Sacrifice to the Prieſt for their Cleanſing, And before he 
was 6ffcred up, he told them, They oxght to pay Tythe of Mint 
aud Anile ro the Prieſt, Gc, But when he had offered up him- 
ſelf once for all the Offerings, he put down all the Priefts 
and their Offcrings ; and ſent his Diſciples into all Nations to 
preach the Goſpel: And then he did not bid them go and hear 
the Scribes and Phariſees, thatſatein Meoſer's Chair; and goto + 
the Pricfſts for their _— and give them their Tythes : 
But by the offering up himſelf once for all, he had ended the 
Prieſts and their Services , . and. the Old Covenant, and its 
Works. [ Mark, 4: Offering once-for All, for the Sins of the whole 
Fvorld.) Then there was no need of the Priefts' in the Old Law, 
- to offer Lambs and Rams, and the Blood of the Creatures, for 
the Cleanſing of the Sins of the People, & 6, But the Prieft, in 
he Old Covenant, his Works were finiſhed; and his Wages |

y An4 in the Old Covenant and Teſtament, the Fews were to 
appear three times a Year at the outwafd Temple, and there 
to Worlhip the Lord: Ang there was another place of 
Worſhip, vihere Jacob's Well was, at tie Mountain near 
Burt Chriſt laith 'in his New Covenant and Teſta- 
ment, in Fehr 4. That God tt no: Worſhipped, neither at the 
Mountain of Sawaria, nor yet at Jeruſalem ; For the Hour cometh 


- aud nowis, {Murk, nor is) that the True Worſhippers ſhall Wor- 


ſhip the Father in Spzrit and Tiuth:; for the Father ſeeks "(uch fs 
Wor ſhip kim: For Ged is a Spirit, and they that Worſhip him, 


' inſt ior ſhip him tn: Spirit and Tra, Sothis Worſhip in the 


New Covenant and Teſtament, is a New Worſhip, which 
Chriſt Jetus, the Heavenly Spiritual Man, the Second Adam, 
ſet up above Sixteen Hundred Years ago; and then put down 
and aboliſhed the Worſhip at the Mountain, and the Worſhip 
at Jeruſalem, when he ſet up this Worſhip in Spirit and in Truth. 
And this Spirit and Truth muſt every Man and Woman feel in 
their Hearts, by which they may know the God of T:uth, who 
is a Spirit. And fo the Jew inward worſhips in the Temple, ns 
Body being the Temple of the Lord, And the Zew outward, 
inthe Old Covenant and Teftament, they Sung and Prayed in 
the Temple, at outward Fernſalem: But the Zew inward, in 
the Spirit, in the New Covenant and Teſtament, and New and 


Living Way Sings, and Rejoyces and Prayes in the holy Ghoſt, 


their Bodics being Temples of the Holy Gioſt, 
And ſo its clear, the New Covenant and Teſtament, and the 
New and Living Way, is not according to the Old. 
And in the Old-Covenant and Teſtament God perred ont of his 
Spirit #pon th: Heuſe of Thael, that by it they might ſerve God 
in bis Law, But inthe New Coyenant of Light and Grace, and 
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the New Teſtament God poures out of his Spirit upon all Fleſh, 28 
was propheſied of in Foe! 2. And the Apoſtle preach't the ful- 
filling of it, in Fs 2, So that with the Spirit all Fleſh might ſee 
the Glory of God, and ſce Chriſt, who gave himſelf « Ranſom 
for them all, and taſted Death for every man. 

And fo in the new Covenant the Holy Ghoſt, which proceeds 
from the Father and the Son, leadeth the Servants of God and' 
Chriſt into all Truth, an1 reproves the World for their Unbe- 
lief, and their falſe Judgment an1 Unrighteouſneſs. So that 
they need not have the Prieſts Lips of the old Covenant to pre- 
ſerve their Knowledge, nor the Prieſt to kill the cican Beaſts, 
to offer up for their Sins, -to cleanſe them with the Blood of the 
clean Beaſts; and they nced not have the clean Beaſts to dye for 
them: For Chriſt, the | amb without blemiſh, hath taſted 
Death for every man, and dyed for the Sins of the whole World, 
and fo not only for the Fews. 


And ſo God pouring out his Spirit upon the Houle of 1ſrael,, 


that by it they might underſtand the Law of Works, and do 
It, 

But in the new Covenant, as was ſaid before, God pours out 
of his Spirit upon all Fleſh, that by it they might underſtand the 
Lawof Life, which is in Chriſt Jclus, to make them free from 
the Law of Sinand Deatb. 

And as all the outward Jews in the old Covenant were to walk 

in the Law of Works; fo in the new Covenant of Light and 
Grace, and new Teftament, they are to walk in the Light, and 
Spirit, and the Law of Life in Chriſt Jeſus, as every one hath 
received him. 
- Andas the outward Fews inthe old Covenant and Teſtament 
received the Law from Mount Simas; fo the inward Fews in the 
£pirit #1 the new Covenant and Teftament receive the Law of 
Life in Chriſt Feſus, laid in Heavenly Zorn. 


And ſo it is clear, the new Covenant and Teftament is not ac- 


cording to the old, 

And the old Covenant and Teftament did forbid the outward 
Jews the cating of ſeveral ſorts of Creatures; but in the new 
Covenant and Teſtament, and new and living Way Chriſt ſaith, 

He 
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He that made that without, made that within; and that all things 
areclean; and whatſoever goeth into the Month, doth not defile the 


"man; forit goeth into the Belly, and ſo into the Draught, the Pur- 


ger of all Meats. 

But Chrift Jeſus is the Purger of the Conſcience, Mind, Heart 
and Soul, with his Blood, his Life, the clean Lamb without 
Blemiſh, and with his Baptiſm with Fire and the holy Ghoſt : 
For he ſaith, Theſe Ewils, that come out of a mans Heart, «e- 
file a man. And ſo theſe Evils came into man by Tranlgrel- 
ſion ; for Adam and Eve had them not, when God made them. 

And the Apoſtle faith,, Wharſc.ever 1s ſold in the Shambles, 
that eat. 

This he ſpeaks to the Corinthians, who were Gents!es before 
their Converſion: And fo thele things ſold, weve in the Ger- 
res Shambles; notin the Zews Shambles, where only the clean 
Beafts aad Fowls were ſold, but at Corinth, or amongſt the 
Corinthians Shambles, where both were ſold, 1 Cor. 10 25. 
For the Eaith is the Lord's, and the fulnefs thereof z And God 
ſaw everything that he had made, and behold, it was wery good :

And the Apoſtle in the new Covenant and Teſtament, and 
in the New and Living way faid, Every Creature of God was 
good, and nothing to be refuſed, if it be recerved with Thanks- 
giving ;, for it is Santtified by the Word of God, and Prayer : For 
by the Word of God were all things made, and by his Word 
and Power are all things upheld : And the Apoſtle faith to T:- 
wothy, If thou put the Brethren in mind of theſe things, thou ſhalt 
be a good Minifter of Chrift Feſws, 1 Tim. 4.4. 

And morcover the Apoſtle ſaid, The Kingdom of God ſtood 
notin Meats and Drinks, but in Righteouſneſs, and Peace, and 
Joy in the holy Ghoſt. 

And when Peter ſaw in his Viſion a Sheet let down from Hea- 
ven, wherein were all manner of feur- fected Beaſts of the Earth, 
and wild Beaſts and creeping things, and Fowls of the Air ; and 
there came a Voice to him in the New Covenant and Teſtament, 
and ſaid, Ariſe Peter, Kill andeat; And Peter having _ 

ow 
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Few of the Old Teſtament and-Covenant, his Voice was accord- 
ing toit, when he laid, But not ſo Lord;, for 1 have neither 
eaten any thing that s Common or Unclean. And the Voice 
ſpake unto him the ſecon] time, and ſaid, #hat God hathclean- 
fed, that call not thow common. Now the occaſion of- this was, 
- when Peter wasto go and: Preach: the-Golpel to Cornelins-a 
Gentile, as ') Afts 10. \ 

' So he: 2 14; clear, that the New Covenant and Teſtament, and 
"New anc6Mfiving way is not according to the Ol Corennrznd 
'Teftament, and Old way amongſt the Jews: For Chriſtdoth 

Reconcile in one, all things both-in Heaven and in Farth. 

Andinthe Old Covenans and Teſtament, and the Fews Old 
way, they did obſerve Dayes, Monetts, . Times and Years ; 
and this they were commanded by the Law. But in the New 
Covenant and Teſtament, and New and Living way the Apoſtle 
(that preached the New Covenant, and the New Teſtament, & 
the New & Living way )brought them off from the oblerving of 
Dayes, Times, Moneths and Years: And lome after they were 
come from the obſerving of them, were turning again to the 
weak and beggarlyElements,wherein they again defired to be in 
Bondage : For ſaith he, Te obſerve Dayes and Meneths, Times 
aud Years. And the Apoſtle faid, / am afraid of you, leſt I 
have beflowed my Labour in vain npon you, So he was afraid of 
"them, who had laboured to bring them out of the oblerving 
of them to Chrift, and his everlaſting Kingdom of Light, 
Life and Grace: and they to go back again into the obſerving 
of Dayes, Times, Moneths and Years, they went into that 
which he had'laboured to bring them qut of; tor which he was 
afraid, leſt he had beftowed Labour upon them in vain. 

So it is clear here, that the New Covenant, and New Teſta- 
ment, and rhenew and Living way is not according tothe old. 

For in the old Covenant and Teſtament the outward Few had 
his Dayee, 'Times, Moneths, and Years and'Feaſts. But in 
thenew Teſtament and new Covenant of Light, and Life, and 
Grace, they came to the heayenly Feaft, and to the Day of 
Chrift, and are called Children of his Day ; and fo haye their 
Bread from Heaven, -and keep the heavenly and OY

to Abrahaw, Iſaac and Facob by command to keep, but to the 

Fews, and they were to keep it _ : and they were not to Co 
their own Work; no, not ſo much as to make a Fire to dre 
their Meat, nor to think their own Thoughts; For ſix dayes 

they were to Labour, and to do all their Work. And this Law 
that commanded this Sabbath, which God gave unto the Fews - 

asa Sign, ſerved till the Seed Chriſt the Subſtance came ;, and 

when he was come, they accuſed him and his Diſciples, as being 

Sabbath- breakers, becauſe his Diſciples gathgred ſome Ears of 
Corn on the Sabbath day tocat. And he healed on the Sabbath 

day. 

And Chriſt ſaid unto his Accuſers the Fews, The Sabbath was 
wade for man, and nit man for the Sabbath: Therefore the Son of 
man us Lord of the Sabbath, the Sign, who was the Subſtance of 
it, Mark 2.23, 27,28. 

And this ſaying of Chriſt troubled the Fews, that profeſſed 
the old Covenant and Teſtament, and had the Sabbath, the out- 
ward Day, which was the Sign in the old Covenant. Now 
that outward Day was the ſign of the Eternal Reſt and Day 
of Chrift, in his new Covenant. For Chriſt in his new Cove- 
nant doth End all the Fews Signs and Shadows, and faith, Behold 
1 make all things New, And as is faid before, the Apoſtle's la» 

| bour was to bring them off the Obſervation of Dayes, &c. And 
faith to the Saints in the new Teftament and new Covenant of 
Light and Grace, Let no man Judge youin Meats or in- Drinks,

from his own Works, as God did from his. So the Believe&Reſt 
in the new Covenant and new Teſtament, and new and Living 
way is Chriſt Jeſus, the Subſtance, Hebr.

And the Fews were to keep the outward Sabbath-day and 
Sign holy, and not to gather their Meat, nor kindle a Fire, nor 
beara Burthen, nor do their own Work, nor think their own 
Thoughts upon the Sabbath-day, the (ignin the old Covenant 
and Teſtament. 

So the true Chriſtians and Children in the new Covenant of 
Light and Grace, that do enter into the Reft by belief in. the 
Light, which is the Life in Chriſt, do ceaſe from their own 
Works; and in Chriſt, their Sabbath, their Reſt, they 
bear no Burden ; and in him they do not t! ink their own 
Thoughts; and in him they are not kindling their ownFires;

hunger. And he deftroyes the Devil and his Works, which hath 
burdened Man and Beaſt, yea, cvcn the whole Creation; and 
in Chrift people are over and above their own Thoughts. So 
all are to keep the Eternal Sabbath, the Eternal Reſt by 
Belief in the Light, which is the Life in Chiiſt, this Holy 
Day, this Holy Reft and Sabbath, which ends the Sign, char 
was to be kept holy in the old Covenant. For if the Fews 
inthe old Covenant and Teftament did not keep the Sabbath Ho-

And ſuch men as would have been plucking up the Tares, 
Chriſt the King of Kings would give them no Commiſſion, ns 
not ſo muck as a Licenſe; but ſaid, Let the Wheat and T ares grow 
together till the Harveſt, which was the End of the Warld; and 
then ls Father would(ſend forth bus Angels, which ſhould be the 
Keapers, and they ſhould ſever the Wheat from the Tares, &e. 
And Chriſt gave a Reaſon, whereforc he would net give a Cam- 
miſſion to men to pluck up the Tares, Leſt they. in their blind 
Zcal ſhould pluck up the Wheat alſs with the Tares. 

Andfo Chriſt in his New Teſtament, and new Covenant, whe 
ſent forth his twelve Diſciples, and after his ſeveaty to preach 
the Golpel, he did not ſend them with any Caraal Weapons or 
Armour, or any Carnal Set Maintenance, or Tythes, as was 
in the old Covenant ; nay, they were not ſo much as bo take a 
Bag or Staff |to defend.them.

. without the Law, being witneſſed by the Law and the Prophets, 
even the Righteouſneſs of God which is by the Faith of Chriſt Jeſm, 
Kanto all and upon ah that believe ;, for there 15 no difference. 
$0 this Righteouſneſs in the new Teſtament is larger,then the 
Righteouſneſs. of the Law,, whichthe Lord gaveunto the Fewe, 
which heahad nat given the1like te other Nations, . So this is lax« 
ger thenthe ld Covenant, |-- | | 
...; And therefore the Apoſtle concludes, That 4, Man i ?ufbified 
by Faith, withoutthe Deeds of the Law, Rom. 3. 
For the Promiſe that was to. Abreham and. his Secd, that 
k#:(hould. be-Heir of;the World, ' was net through the Law, 
rough the Righteouſneſs of Faith, \befare he was Citcurm- 
ciſed, and before he gave Tythes to Melchrzedech, as in Gem 12. 
; where the Loxd ſaid to Abrabam, Iwiltmake of thee 4 great Nas

and beiore he gave Tythes to Melchrizedech, tren.12. & Kom 4. 
Therefore ut of Faith, and by Grace, to the end that the Pro- 
miſe may be ſureto allthe Seed. Aud therefore the Apoſtle laith, 
Eut now are we delivered from the Law, that being dead wherein we 
were held, that we micht ſerve Ged th the'Newneſs of the Spirit, 
4rd not in the Oldvieff of the Litter, Roin. 7. For what the Law 
could rot do, in that it was weak through the Fleby God ſerdeth 
forth his own Son in likeneſs of Sinfa! Fleſh, and for Sim condemned 
$11 inthe Fleſh, that the Righteouſne(s of the Law might be fu'fl 
led in us, who wals, not after tie Fleſh, but after the Spirn « 
F or the Law of the Spirit of Life in Chriſt Jeſus, (aith he, hath 
wade me free from the Law of Sin ard Death, Rom.38. For 
Cariſt is the end of the Law lor Righteouſnels fake, to every 
one that believeth. 

Now thi. was the Law of Works, and the Law of the Old 
Corenant and Teſtament, that Chriſt was the end of, and which 
the Apoſtle labourcd to bring People out of, into the Law of 
Faith, and Law of Love, inthe New Covenant and Teſtament, 
and New and Living Way, and to eſtabliſh People upon Chriſt, 
the Subſtance, -who is the End of the Law. For the Apoſtie 
faith, When the Fulnefs of Time Mark, The Fulnef of Time] 
was come, God ſent ferth his Son madeof a Woman, made undey 
the Law, to redeem them that were under the Law, that they mgzht 
receive the Adoption of Sons : And becauſe ye are Song of God, 
be bath ſent forth the Spirit of his Son into your Hearts, £:fowe 
Abba Father, So no more Servants under. the Law, and Old 
Fqvenant and Teſtament, but Sons in.the New Covenant” and 

eſtament, and New. and Living Way, through the Redemp- 


tion in,Chriſt Jeſys, and through his Spirit, that he hath lent into 
their Hearts. 3.F 


W.. | So 
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Sohere the New Covenant and Teſtament, and New and 
Living Way, is not according to the Old Teſtament and Cove. 
nant, and the Fews Way intheir Old Time; nor the Old' Law 
from Mount Sas is not according to the Law of Life, which is 
in Chriſt Jeſus. 

And Moſes was Faithful in all his Houſe, as a Servant for x 
T. ſtimony of thoſe things which were to be ſpoken after; that is, 
all theſe Signs, Shadows and Figures : But Chriſt, as a Son over 
his own Houſe, whoſe Houle we are, to wit, in the New Cove- 
nant and Teſtament, and New and Living Way. S$o Chrift is 
over his Houſe, the Jews in the Spirit in the New Covenant 
and Teſtament, and New and Living Way; and they enjoy 
him, the Subſtance, who makes all-things New. 

And Moſes was faithfel in all his Houle, in the Old Cove- 
nant and Teſtament, inthe Old Time, over the outward Fews 
with the outward Shadows and Signs, which were command- 
ed'by the Law, and ſerved till Chriſt the Seed came ; and when 
he came, he aboliſhed them. So as Moſes was to be heard in his 
Houſe in the Old Covenant concern ng lis Shadows, Figures and 
Signs; ſo Chriſt is to be heard in his Houle in the New Cove- 
nant, who is the Subſtance, and aboliſhes all the Figures and 
Sipns of the Old Covenant. And God faith, This is my Bele- 
red Son, hear ye him. 

' And the High-Pricſt, in the Time of the Law and Old C o- 
vemant, once a Year went with the Blood of the clean Beaſt; into : 
the holy place, which he offereci for himſelf and the S.ns of the 
People. *But Chriſt being come a High-Prieſt, by his own 
lood . he hath entered once into the holy Place; to wit, Hea- 
vent ſelf; and hath obtain'd Eternal Redemption for us.

for us. 

So all are to look unto Jeſus in the new Covenant and new Te- 
ſtament, which is not according to tie old; ſor in the old the 
Pcople was to look unto the Prieſt for their cleanſing, and to the 
outward Blood and V atcr, by which they were cleaned : but 
in the New Covenart and Teſtament they are to look unto 
Chriſt Jeſus, his Blood, hi Life, and unto the heavenly Water 
of Life, by which they are cleanſed. 

So the New Covenant and New T«ſtament is not according to 
the Old: For Chriſt, the High Prieſt in his New Covenant and 
Teſtament, and New and Living Way, andin his New Feruſa- 
lem, ant he, the Offering, and hi: Blood is not. of the bui'ding 
of the Old Covenant and Old Teſtament, and Old Prieſt-hood 
with their Offerings of the outward Blood of Beaſts, and their 
clearfing with the outward Water; I fay, Chiiſt is ofa far 
Greater ard more Perſe+ Tabernacle, &c. not made with 
hands, than that ontward Tabernacle, which is built and mace 
with hands: Sohe isnot of the Old Covenant and Teftament 
building. 

And in the Old Covenant and Teſtament, it was the Old 
Way to Anoint the Prieſts, the Prophets and the Kings with 
outward Oyl. But in the New Covenant and New Teſtament, 
and New and Living Way, Chriſt, the Great Prophet and High 
Prieſt, who is made higher than the Heavens, and the King of 
Kings, God hath anointed him with the holy Ghoſt, and ke 
doth anoint his Jews in the Spirit, and his true Belicycrs and 
Followers with his Spirit inhis New Covenant and New Teſta- 
ment. Sothe Anointing in the New Covenant and New Tefta- 
ment, and New and Living Way is not according to the Old. 

For the Apoſtle faith, He which eſtablifheth ia and you tn C bri/t.

And io,;the manner of the Anointing is alſoCifferent in theNew

Prophets, Prieſts and Levitesdid Anoint the Prophets, and the 
Prieſt; and the Kings: But in the New Covenant God and Chrift 
Anoints his People with his Spirit, which God hath poured out 
upon all Fleſh. And ſo that Outward Anointing amongſt the 
Fews in the Old Covenant- Chriſt hath aboliſhed, which was 
with Outward Oyl. 

And in the Old Covenant the Lord bid /ſeſes, Go nnd lead 
the Outward Fews (which he brought out of egypt» mnt the 
Flace which ] have ſpoken of. unto ther, &c. But in the New 
Covenant and. Tcftament the Lord ſaith, / have given thee for 
a Witneſs, and for a Leader and Commander to the People, and 
thou ſhalt call Nations, that kxew not thee ; and they ſhall run 
unto thee, becauſe of the Lord thy-God, the Holy One of l{racl ; 
for he hath glorifie4 thee, la. 55. 

So Aloſes was the Leader of the Outward Fews in-the Old 
Covenant in his Day, with his Types, Figures, Signs and 


Shadows; & the Rack Chriſtfollowed them But in the New Cos. . 


venant and:Teſtam-nt Chriſt is the Leader & Commander of his 
People; & is the good Shepherd,that hath laid down his Life for 
his Sheep, and gocs before them {who is the Subſtance) and not 
after them, as he did after the Old //rael in.their Shadows: And 
his Sheep do know his Voice ia the New Covenant, and they 


do follow him into the Paſtures of Life, thatare alwayes gzeen; + 


and to the Living Springs, that are alwayes freſh, 
And Chriſt, the Commander and Leader of his People, his 


C.llis larger than Moſess; For he fhal call and lead Nations, , 


that knew not Gel, and they ſhall follow him.

ſed upon them- by- Carnal -Ordinances, until the Time of Re- 
formation, that is, until-the Time. of Chriſt in his New Cove> 


nant ; 
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nant:z and-the - Prieſts were made after the Law of a Carnal 
Commandment, and had thcir Carnal Store houſe, and Carnal 
Tythes and Offerings; and ſo, the Carnal Mind w Death : And 


ſoit is called, The 41iniſtration of DEATH, in the Old Teftz- 


ment, Written and Engraven in Stone, 2 Cor. 3. & Rom. 8, & 
Heb. 7.9.. But Chriſt in his New Covenant and Teſtament, - 
is not mad: after the Law of a Carnal Commandment, but after 
the Poxerof an Endlefs Life, Heb. 7. 16. 

And ſo his Ordinances and Comman2ments are Spiritual ; a»d 
to be ſpiritually minded is Life and Peace, Rom. 8. 6. 

Soall theſe Carnal WorldlyThings in the C1d Covenant, and: 
Carnal Ordinances, and Worldly SanQtuary, and the Law, which 
was after the Law of a Carnal Commandment, ſerved till Chriſt ” 
the Seed came, ta Reform them out of thole Carnal Worldly 
Things, Figures, Sign: and Shadows, into the Spiritual Thing:, 
and to Chriſt. the Subſtance. For when the Subſtance is come, 
the Shadows fly away. And ſo, the New Covenant and New 
Teſtament is not according to the Old. 

And in the Old Covenant and Teſtament they had an Out- 
ward Ark, and in it they had the P6fof Manna, and Aaron's 
Rod that budded, and outward Altars; and in the Ark they put 
the Teftament.. But Chriſt. in his New Covenant puts his 
Teſtament, his Spirit, ia tbe Hearts-of his Peoplez. and the 
Altar is Spiritual, upon which the Saints do offer up their Spi- 
ritual Sacrifices; and they have their heavenly Bread in their 
Hearts, which gives them Life : For they that ate of the Manna, - 
dyed in the Wilderneſs ; but they that cat -of this heavenly 
Bread, it gives them Life Eternal. 

And as Aaron's Prieſthood was tryed by the budding of his 
Rodin the Ark,when all the reſt of the outward Rods, that were ' 
laid in the Ark with his, 'did not : So are Chriſt's Miniſters in the 
New Covenant, by the budding of the Spiritual Rod in their 
Tabernacle, and bringing forth Spiritual Fruits z which Spizit 
God hath poured upon all Fleſh; which Fruits of the Spirit they 
bring forth, and that which they have profited by the Spirit, 
they come to miniſter, . ” 

the New Coycvant. is not according to the Old, with its 
Ty outward

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outward Rod, Teſtament and Manna, outward Tabernacle and 
Altar; for all theſe outward Things ferved but till the Time of 
Reformation,tiH rhe Seed Chriſt,the Heavenly and Spiritual Man 
came,in his New Covenant of Light,Life and Grace,who puts the 
heavenly Tcimony,and heavenly Manna and Rod in the heavenly 


'Ark,the ſanftified Hearts, and who offer up the fpiritual Sacrifices 


upon the Spiritual Altar. And Chrift aboliſhes all thofe outward 
things,with its old Covenant & Teftament,& eſtabliſhes the new. 
And in-the Old Covenant the Prieſts, which were made by 
the Law of a Carnal Commandment, were to burn Incenſe at 
the Outward Temple at Feruſalem, and there they were to d 
it by courſe, and ſerved in their Courle. S 
But in the New Covenant and Teſtament the Lord faith, 
Fromthe riſing of the Sun, even to the going down of the ſame 
my Name ſhall be great among the Gentiles, and in every place 
Tacenſe ſhall be offered unto my Name, and a pure Offering ; for my 
Name ſhall be great among ft the Heathen, ſaith the Lordof Hoſts, 
Mal.

So this pure Offering and Incenſe,which ſhou'd be offered unto 
God in ezery place,is by & in his pure Spirit to the pure God, the 
Lord of the hoſts of the Fews in the Spirit; yea,& the Gentz/es alſy, 
So likewiſe in this the new Covenant is not according to the 
Old, but” is larger: For in the O'!d Covenant the Pricft; by 
turns were to burn outward Incenſe only in one outwardTemple : 
Byt in in the New Covenant all the Believers in Chriſt Jeſus are 
to burn Spiritual Incenſe in every Temple and Place, in the New

But Chriſt in his New Covenant leads 
his 7ews in Spirit out of Spiritual £gypr and Sodom; and they 
have Light in their Goſber before they come out, though Spi- 
ritual Darkneſs be in Spiritual egype : And the Firft-birth'of 
the Spiritual Pharaoh muſt be lain, before the Few Inward come 
out of the Spiritual Houſe of Bondage and Dfrkneſs within, 
and to follow Chriſt, the Captain of their Salvation, in his 
New Teſtament and New Covenant; and New and Living Way 3 
and ſo to Worſhip God in his Holy Spirit, and in his Truth, 
that the Devil is out of, 

So Outward Pharaoh opprefſcd the Outward Fews; and Spi- 
ritual Pharaoh oppreſſes the Spiritual Fews, © and will not let 
them go forth, till the Firſt and Spiritual Birth of him be ſlain. 

And the Fews, when they received the Law in the Old Cove- 
nant from Mount Sna:, they were to waſh their Cloaths; as 
they were commanded by the Lord, and Moſes was to Sandtifie 
them, Exod. 19. But in the New Covenant all that receiyc 
the Law of Life, which is in Chrift Jeſus, from Mount Zror, 
Chriſt doth Sanftifie them, and they are to waſh [their Hearts, 
Souls, Spirits and Minds with the heavenly water of the Word ; 
and the Blood of Jeſus cleanles them. 

And the Prieſts ſprinkled the People with the Blood, which 
is the Life of the clean [Braſts in the Old Covenant : But 
Chriſt in his New Covenant and Teſtament fprinkles his precious 
Blood, which is his Life, upon the Hearts and Confiences of 
his People, by which they ate made clean. And the Prieft 
made Attonement with the Flood of the clean Beaſts, for the* 
Sins of himſelf and the People ; But Chriſt with his Blood hath 
made Attonement to Cod for the Sins of his People," So the 
Blood and the Prieftef the New Covenant is contrary to the Old,' 
and exceeds it: for thy offered up the Blood of the Beaſts, and 
he offcred up his own Blood, his Life for his People. . 

Andſo the New Covenant and Teſtament is not according to. 
the Old; for Chrift aboli(Heth all thofe* outward Wathings [ 
Offerings, and the Law that commanded them.” Sip 

And mm the old Covenatt and Feftiment the Pricfts were ts 
wear the outward fine Linnen, andthe high Prieft the Urim and 

| Thamin. 
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' Thumin wiitten upon his Breaſt, which ſignifies Leg ht and Per- 
feftion : -But in the new Covenant and Teſtament Chriſt is the 
' Light himlelf, and. the Perfeftion of all thoſe outward Things 
in the old Covenant, and the Subſtance of them all. And the 
Righteouſnels of Chrilt is the,fine Linnen, which will never 
dirty nor wax old; which all Chriſt's Believers in hi: new Co- 
venant and. Teſtament wear; and they- need not waſh this fine 
Linnen;which all the Belicvers that wear it, arc the Royal Prieſt- 
hood, 'and offer up the Spiritual Sacrifices. Andas the Prieſts in 
the old Covenant were to waſh their outward: fine -Linnen, 
which Chriſt doth abolith that 'outward fine-Linnen, and the 
"Prieſt; and their Garments, and the wearing of the Vrym and 
Thumim. upon their Hearts in the old Covenant ; and ſets up 
his Righteouſneſs in the new Covenant for his Royal Prieſthood 
' tg. wear, and Leght and Perfeftion in their Hearts: And fo, in 
this alſo the new Covenant is not according to the old. 

And all the Unclean in the Old Covenantwere to be put out 
of the outward Camp,and they were to dwell alone; and without 
the Camp was their Habitation to be, Lev. 12. & Dent, 23, 

: The Unclean were to go out of the Camp ; and they were to 
waſh themſelves with outward Water, and to be clean, before 
they'were to come into the Camp again 3 yea, when they did 
go forth to caſe themſelves, theywere to go forth without the 
Camp, and cover it with a Paddle : fo the Camp of the outward 
Fews was to be Holy in the old Covenant, for the Lord God 
ſaid, He wonld-walk_in the midſt of their Camp to deliver thew, 
Deut. 23. 

: Therefore if the  Fewsin the old Covenant, and in theſe out- 
ward things were to be ſo Holy, and all Uncleanneſs kept out of 
it; -and their Excrements were to, be covered without the 
Camp, that the Lord might walk amongſt themin their Figures, 
Signs and Shadows, which ſerved till the Seed Chriſt camey: the 
time of Reformation, into the new Covenant of Grace and 
Light, which js not according to,the old ; then mych- more the 
Camp of the new Covenant and Teſtament muſt be kept Clean ; 
and all their Excrements, muft' be .coycred-and . buried with 
a Spiritual. Weapon withput the. Camp, | Fox the Habitation of 
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allthe Unclean are withoutthe Camp of God and 'Chriſt in his 


new Covenant; and they cannot come into his holy Camp and 
City, until they be waſhed with the pure Blood of Chrift, and 
the holy Water of Life. 

And in the time of the old Covenant the Fews were not to of- 
fer any thing to the Lord that was blind or lame, or that 
was blemiſhed in their Sacrifices, Dext. 15, Andin Lev. 22. 
21. There ſhall be no Blemiſhin that which they offer unto the 
Lord; neither ſhall it be Broken, or Blindor Mamed, nor have 
a en or Scab,&c. or any thing Super fluoua, or lacking any of his 
Parts,or that was Cruſh't,or Bruiſed or Cut ;, they were not to offer 
any ſuch things wn all the Land to the Lord, but what was Whole 
and Clean, and without Blemiſh, which was a Type of Chriſt, 
who was Clean & Whole,and rot Blind,nor Scurvy,nor Scabbed, 
and had all his Parts, not Cruſhed,nor Bruiſed,nor Broken, but 
was 2 Lamb without Blemiſh, who in the New Covenant offered 
up himſelf once for all theſe Offerings in the Old Covenant ; fs 
he is both the Peace-offering and Thanks-giving-offering,and the 
Offering allo for the Sins of the whole World, who doth aboliſh 
all the Offerings of the old Covenant,and ends them z & conſumes 
all the falſe Offerings, with their Far, in his F zery Bagriſm. 

And fo, the Lame, Blind, Blemift'r, Broken, Scurvy, Scab- 
ded Offerings were not accepted of God in the Old Teſtament, 
and Old Covenant; and much leſs are they accepted in the New 
Covenant of Grace, Light and Life; for in the New Covenant 
the Children of the Covenant of Grace offer Spiritual Sacrifices. 

So it is clear here, the New Covenant and Tcftament is not 
according to the Old. 

And whoſoever of the Sced of Aaron had any Blemiſh, was 
not to offer the Bread of bis God in the Old Covenant and Tefſta- 
ment; and what man ſsever hath a Blemiſh, he ſhall not ap- 
proach. A man that is Blind or Lame, or Scabded, Cruſhed, 
Broken Foot or Hand, or Crooked-Back, or a Dwarf, or that 
hath a Blemiſh in his Eye, or Scurvy, or hath his Stones broken, 
or any Superfluity, or hath atvy Blemiſh of the Seed: of ;xren 
the Pricft, heſhall not come nigh' the Offerings of the Lord : 
Nay,the Priefts were not to drink Wine or Strong Drink, when 
they went into the ——_ to offer: So PerfeR, ws 
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Cleanand Clear withodt Blemiſh they were to be in the Old Ca- 
venant, that offered thoſe outward things in the outward Taber- 
nacle or Temple : Then much more Perfe&, and more Clean 
and Clear is Chriſt Jeſus, the High Prieſt, whe offereth up him- 
felt to God without Spot or Blemiſh for the Sins of the whole 
World,and gives his holy Fleſh for the Life of the whole World, 
and who aboliſhes all thoſe Offerers and Offerings in the Old 
Covenant. 

And therefore all his Believers in the New Covenant & Teſta- 
ment, which are called a Royal Pricſt-hood, muſt be much more 
Clean and Holy, thanthey were in the Old Covenant and Law of 
Works, they that be in the New Covenant of Grace, and to be 
without Blemiſh. For as Peter ſaith, Chriſt the Lamb of God, 
who offered up himſelf, is withont Spot or Blemiſh ; and he Santti- 
fies and Cleanſes, and Waſhes bis Church, his People, with the Was 
terof the Word, that he might preſent to himſelf a Glorious Church 
without Spot or Wrinkle, or any ſuch thing, but that it ſhould be 
Holy, and without Blemiſh, Ephel. 5. 

$0 he cleanſes away the inward Brokenneſs, Crookedneſ+,Scur- 
vineſs, Scabbedneſs, Blindneſs, Deformities, Lamencfs and 
Blemiſhes;. that all the Believers in the Light, which is the Life 
in Chriſt, might cffer their Spiritual Sacrifices unto God. And fo 
the Children of the New Covenant are called a Holy Nation, 
a Royal Prieſthood, and co exalt Chriſt the Subſtance, who 
hath aboliſhed the Old Prieſthood, and his Offerings in the Old 
Covenant, which arc not according tothe New Coycnant and 
Teſtament. 

And there were to be no Drinkers of Wine nor Strong Drink, 
that were toapproach before God in the Old Covenant; for 
tuch Drunken Pricfts:were forbidden in the Time of the Law 
and Old Covenant, much more in the Time of the Goſpel. 

For whatſoever was Blemiſh't or Evil-favoured, was not 
toibe offcxed to the Lord.in the Old Covenant : But in the 
New Covenant, which is not according to. the Old, all that are 

the Followers of Chrift,-who hrings them up into the Image of 
God, -an1ithe Believers in the Light, . which is t:e Life in him, 
and are called,. 7ibe Children of the. Light, and are born of God, 
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and have paſſed from the Death i Blemiſhes they, ard made 
them Ill-favoured, and Crooked, and Scabbed, and Blind, &e. 
All theſe that are born of God and Children of Light, are very 
Welli-favoured, like God their Father, and he doth accept their 
bpiritualOffering & Sacrifice,and them whomChriſt doth preſent 
toGod in the New Covenant and Teſtament,and New and Living 
Way, which isnot according to the Old Teftament and Old Co- 
venant, and Fews Old Way ; for the one was Outward, and 
the other Inward ; the one was Natural, and the other Spiritual. 
And the Fews inthe Old Covenant and Teſtament they were 
to cat only of the clean Fowls and clean Beaſts ; and they were 
to put a Difference betwixt the Clean and the Unelean Beaſts & 
Fowls, and that which dyed of it (eli, or was torn, they were'not 
to eat, nos to Defile them(elves withal, Lev. 22, For ye ſhell 
be Holy unto me, ſaiththe Lord, ye ſhall not eat Fleſh that is Torn 
of the Beaſts of the Field; ye (ball caſt it unto Dogs, Exod. 22, 
And Aaron and his Sons, the Prieſts, were to eat part of the' Sa+ 
crifice of the clean Beaſts in the holy Place, Lev. 10. that wagja 
the Temple or Tabernacle, 1 
Now all theſe outward clean Creaturcs, and they that cat of 
them, were to beclean allo; for the Prieſts were to be ſanftified 
and cleanled before: they ate of the Sacrifice : I » all theſe 
clean Meats and Offerings were a Type of Chriſt Jeſus, the Of- 
fering,% of the heavenly clean Food,that the Children of the new 
Covenant ſeed upon; for they were not to feed upon ſuch out- 
ward things, which was torn or dyed of it f{elf; for it was 
Dogs- Meat in the Old Covenant: But in the New Covenant, 
which is not according to the Old, all the Creatures of God are 
cleanuntothem, and every Creature of God is good, and they 
cannot feed upon any thing that is torn, nor that which dyes of 
it elf: I ſay, they cannot inwardly feed their Souls with itz byt 
their Food is that which is Living, and from him that is Living, 
who did not Dye of himſelf, and is Living, and Dyeth no more, 
ang the Spiritual Food and Things are not $orn Things, and do 
not dye;/ which the 7ew: in the Spirit feed upon. | 
. : So the New Covenant and Teſtament is not: according tathe 
Old; for the Jewrin the _ Covenant fed upon outward things, 
| 3 : 
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and upon that which was clean; and' the Priefts were + cat 
part of the Sacrifices in a clean place, in the Temple : But the 
Jews in Spirit and New Covenant unto them cvery Creature of 
God is good and clean,and their Foodis Spiritual, and they eat of 
the Sacrifice Chriſt Jeſus,their Bread from Heaven, all the Royal 
Prieſthood of God in his New Covenant eat of it in the clean 
Temple and Tabernacle,their Hearts,of the clean heavenly Food. 
So the New Teſtament is not according te the Old. 

And the Jews had a High-Prieft over the reſt-of the Priefts in 
the Old Teſtament and Covenant, whieh could not centinue by. 
reaſon of Death, but when one was deceaſed, they got another 
to offer their Sacrifice, and he had the Tenth of the Tenths. 

But Chrift is the Higt-Prieſt in the New Covenant, who hath 
effcred up himſelf once for all the Offerings of the Pricfts in the 


Old Covenant, and fo hath taſted Death fos every man, and is- 


riſen and remains a Prieſt forever, and dyeth no more; and is a 
tigh- Prieft in his New Teſtament and New Covenant, and makes 
his Believers Prieſt:, and Kings to reign upon Earth, and over 
the Serpent, whoſ: Head he hath bruiſed, Gloxy unto the Lord 
Bod forever. 

So our High-Prieſt is not according to the Old, and his Fol- 
lowers arenot according to the Old Priefts Followers ; for they 
are all Spiritual, and the Spiritual cannot feed vpon that which is 


torn or dyes of irtelf, nor offer it, but upon that which is Li-- 


ving,and Holy, & Heavenly,and Spiritual in the New Covenant; 
for that which dyeth of it ſelf or is torn, isnot Spiritual, but Car- 
nal, and the Royal Clean Prieſts in the New Covenant cannot 
feed thereon. 

And all the Tews-in the old Covenant and Teftament, the 
. |&erdſaid unto them, Ye ſhalt Santtifie your ſelves, and ye ſhall 
: bs Holy; fir 1 am-Holy, ſaith the Lord, and yeſballibe holy men 

anto'me, Exod. 22, | 
So they did ſanifie themſelves, and waſh themſelves with 
outward. Water, and*the Blood of the outward clean/Beafts 
was ſprinkled 'upoh them ; and Aron the high Prieſt was to 
"dee the Iniquity of-the'Holy things, after that he was Santi- 
hed, | which the 'Children of -7ſrael bad hallowed, and all = 
| y. 
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holy Gifts, Exed.28, And 4eronand his Song were to cat the 
Sin-Offcring, and to bear the Iniquity of the Congregation, 
and to make an Attonement for them hefore the Lord, 
Levit.10. And the Pricfts Garments were all to.be Holy, and 
and the Temple, and Tabernacle, and Sanftugry were all 
called Holy in the old Covenant. 
But the new Covenant is not according to the old ; for Chriſt 
in the new Covenant he bears the _— an: Sins of the whole 


-World, and was wounded for its Tranſgreſſions, and bruiſed 


for lpiquities, and the Chaſtiſement of our Peace was laid upon 
him ; he hath bora qur Griefs, and with his $:ripes we are heal- 
cd, and the Lord hath laid upon him the Iniquities of us all, 
whole Soul was made an Offering for Sin,who1aw the Travels of 
his Soul, and was ſatisfied, J/a. 55- 

So he Aboliſheth all thoſe outward holy Garments, and Ta- 
bernacle, and Temple, and Offerings, and Gifts, which were 
called Holy in the old Covenant, but Worldly in the new Ceve- 
nant. 

So its Chriſt, whom God the Father hath ſanified, and ſent 
to the Werld, Joh. 10. That makes ancnd of Sin, and finiſhes 
T+:11grcſſion in his new Covenant, who through Death de- 
&:oyes D-ath, and the Devil the power of Death, that made 
Man and Woman unholy : And it is Chriſt ]-:ſus that makes ali 
things holy and new, and ſanRifies all things by his Word, and 
all his G.fts are Holy, who changes the firſt Fricfthood with 
all his outward rn which were called Holy in the old T«ſta- 
ment, which were Figures of the holy ſpiritual things in the 
new Tcſtament, and the ſpiritual Santuary, Temple and Taber- 
nacle in the new Covenant and Teſtament; which all the Jews 
inthe Spirit feed upon Chriſt, their Sacrifice, which he gives 
for the Life of the Wor'd; and ſocats the Bread from Heaven, 
in the holy and heavenly Santuary, Tabernacle and Temple, 
that is not of the old Covenant's building. 

So C hrift in his new Covenant and Teſtantent, the high Prieſt 
made higher than the Heavens, in offcring up himſclf once for 
the Sins of the whole World, is not according to the Fews high 
Priefts, and their Offerings, but doth pyt an end to them hd

andaboliſheth ther all, and Ce viſhe his new Teſtament in 

.the Spirit, and new Covenant of Light, Life and Grace: 1 
ſay, Chriſt the high Prieſt who was dead, and dyed for man to 
fetch man out of death to Life, 'and to deftroy him that kept 
him in Death, and is alive again, and lives fos exermore, and 
is a high Prieſt forever amongſt all his Royal Prieſthood, and 
Reigns in the holy Sanftuary, Tabernacle and Temple of the 
{an&tified Hearts. | 

© And the Fews in the old Covenant and Teſtament, they were 
mot to touch any unclean thing, or Creature, or unclean Fowl, 
or Beaſt, or creeping things that were outward; no, not to 
couch any Veſſc],where any of thoſe unclean things were in, if 
they did; they were to waſh themſelves with outward Water, 
Levit.11. Andlikewi'e they were not to come nigh, nor touch 
the Dead; if they did, they were unclean, and they were to 
{anQife and waſh chemſelves with outward Water, &c. 

Now the new Covenant is not acording to the old, which 
ſaith, Every Creature of God 53 good; And God and Chrift hath 
ſanified every Creature ; as Peter preached it from a Voice he 
heard from Heaven, when he {aw four-footed Beaſts, and wild 
Beaſts, and creeping things let downfrom Heaven, in his Viſion 
which he was to kill and eat; and they were not t0 be called 
Common nor Unclean in the new Covenant: for every thing 
' that God had made was fanified by the Word, by which all 
things ifſthg þeginning were made good, yea, very good. 

And fo in this the new Covenant and Teftament, and new and 
living way is not according to the old, 

AnJ as they inthe old Covenant were not to touch the dead, 
nor the unclean Creatures; So the Few- in the Spirit are not 
to touch the unclean creeping Spirits, which are like Beaſts and 
R avenous Fowls * and thoſe are the unclean Spirits which the 

: Apoſtles would not have-the Saints to touch, for if they di, 
they muſt be waſhed with the heavenly Water, and the Blood 
'of Jeſus, before they cah-ibe Cleanſed. ,And*for cating, or 
touching of outward Creatures, he told the $aints in the new 
Covenant, that whatſcever was ſold in the Shambles, that they 
- mi7ht eat, | 
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And though it was the 4... of theLaw inthe old Ca- 
yenant toforbid ſeveral ſorts of Meat to cat: But in the new 
Covenant it is the DoQrine of Devils to forbid Meats and Mar- 
riage, or to command to abſtain from them, which God hath 
created, to be reecived with Thanksgiving, by them that re- 
ccive the DoAtrine of Chriſt Jelus in his new Covenant and 
Teſtament : For every Creature of God is goed, and nothing is 
to be refuſed, if 5t be recevved with Thankggiving ;, for it ts San- 
i}: fied by the Word of God, and Prayer, 1 Tim. 6. 

So here its clear, the new Coyenant and Teſtament is not ac- 
corCing to the old. 

And in the old Covenant, when the outward Fews went to- 
Wars with their Carnal Weapons, and «took any Prize, every 
thing that could abide the Fire, muſt go through the outward: 
Fire, and that was to cleanle it and purific it with the outward 
Water and Fire; and they were to abide ſeven dayes out of the 
Camp, and to waſh their Cloaths, before they came inagain, 
into the Camp, Numb 31, * | 

But in the new Covenant, which is not according to the: old, 
every thing muſt be waſhed with the Water of Lite, and clean- 
led by Chriſt, and come through his fiery Baptiſm, before 
they can come into his Treaſure, and Camp, and City, and be 
perfet. For the ſeven daycs that were to pals upon them in 
the old Covenant, was the Perieftion of Daycs, and that was 
outward Fire and Water,that was to cleanſc and purifig tffit Jews, 
and thoſe outward things. But all the Bc ievers ihe Light 
muſt be waſhed with the heavenly Water, ans punfied with 
heavenly Fire, and the Blood ot Jcfus Ci:riſt, betore they can 
come into his heavenly Camp. 

And in the old Covenant and Tcſtament,. Fub:r1, 7-47 and 
Aſher, Zebnlon, Dan and Naphtali, Theſe were ro Rand up 
upon Mount Ebal, and to Cuife the Diſobedient;- and otl.crs 
were to ſtand up and Bleſs the Obedicnt, Dent. 27 

But in the new Covenant and new Tcftament,w':ich is not 2c 
cording to the old, Chriſt ſaith, Lowe your Enemies, aud, Bleſs 
them that Curſe you, and do good toithem that baic jou, and Pray 
for thewabat deſpighttally uſe 10, and Perſecurt yon, that you 
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oy be the Children of your Father thit is in Heaven; For be 
es the Sun toariſe on the Evil and the Good, and ſands his 
Rain 0n the Unjuft, as well as the Fuſt, Matth. 5. 

And this is Chrifts DoRrine in the new Covenant. And the 
Apoſtle ſaith, Being reviled we Bleſs, bring Perſecuted we Re- 
joyee, 1 Cor. 4. 

' And apain the Apoſtle faith, Bleſs them which Perſcoute you ; 
Bleſs, and Curſe not, So though they were to Blels and Curſe 
in the old Covenant ; yet in the new Covenant they are to Bleſs, 
and Curſe not, as in Rom. 12. 44. 

And fo here it is clear, the praftice of the new Covenant and 
Teſtament is not accorcing ts the old. 

And in the old Covenant its faid, An Eye for an Eye, and 4 
Tooth for a Tooth. But Chriſt in his new Covenant and Teſta- 
ment faith, Whoſcever ſmites thee on the one Check, turn to him 
the other alſeo. So here the new Covenant's practice is not ac- 
cording to the old. 

And you have heard lay in the old Covenant and Teſtament, 
anJ that old time, Thou ſhalt not commit Adnltery, 'But ( hriſt in 
the new Covenant and new Teſtament ſaith,Whoſovever looks after 
4 Woman to Luſt after her, bath commuted Adultery already ia 
bis Heart. So the Righteouſneſs and Holinefs of the new Co- 
venant doth exceed the old. 

Andin the old Covenant, Whoſoever putteth away bu Wife, 
was to give ber a Bill of Divorcement, &c. But Chriſt in his new 
Corenant ſaith, Whoſcever putteth away his Wife, ſave for the 
cauſe of Fornication, and Marritth another, committeth Adul- 
rery; and whoſoever marrieth ber that u put away from ber Hus- 
band, commuteth Adultery alſo, Luke 16. & Matth. 5. 

So here the new Covyenant is not according tothe old ; and 
the Righteouſneſs of the Law of Life doth exceed the Righte- 
oufneſs of Works in the old Law. ? 

And in the old Covenant its ſaid, Thow ſhalt Love thy Neigh- 
bour,& hate thine Enemy.But in the'new Covenant, which'is not 
'according to the old, its faid, Thou ſhalt love thine Enemies, and 
Pray for them, and do good for them that hate you. 
N $5 thodgh the 61d Covenant taught Humanity, yet"the new 


Covenant 
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Covenant teaches not only Natural Humanity, but Heavegly 
Humanity, Divinity and Chriſtianity. 

And in the old Covenant and Teſtament the Fews were to 
keep the Year of 7ubile, which was the filtieth Yearz and 
therein they were to proclaim Liberty with Trumpets through - 
out all the Land : And this Year of Jubile wasto be Holy unto 
all the Fews; andin the Year of Jubile the Servants went our 
free, and therein was a Redemption of Lands and Houſes, and 
Bond-men, and Servants, which were of the Children of 1/rael, 
Levit. 25. Andnow this was an outward Freedom and Liþer- 
ty inthe old Covenant : and this outward Year was Holy, and 
it was proclaimed with outward Trumpets. But in the new 
Covenant and new Teſtament,” the Ycar of Jubile is proclaim- 
ed, blown and ſounded with the Spiritual Golpel- Trumpets, 
throughout all the World, and unto every Creature under Hea- 
ven, unto Bond and Free, without reſpeR, yea, Eternal Li- 
berty in the Goſpel of Chriſt Jeſus the Heavenly man, the 
Power of God, and in the Light, which js the Life in him, and 
in the Grace, which hath appeared unto all men, which brings 
their Salvation; and in the Spirit which is poured out upon all 
Fleſh, that by the Spirit all Fleſh might ſee the Glory of God, 
and Chriſt their Salvation, who Redeems them, and payes all 
their Debts of Sin, who was made Sin that knew none, and ſo 
made it to be his; and fodyed for the Sins of the whole World 
and the ungodly, to Redeem them out of the Sin, and Ungodli- 
nels, and Bondage, and Captivity,yea, to ſet all the Priſoners and 
Captives at liberty, and to make the Blind to ſee, by openin 
their Eyes, and heals the Leaper, Criple and the Sick, = 
looſes the Tongue of the Dumb : here is the Year of Jubile, 
the everlaſting holy Year, or Day of Chriſt, who deſtroyes the 


"Devil and his Works, that hath made Man and Woman unholy, 


and kept them in bondage and ſlavery. And fo Chriſt brings all his 
Believers into his glorious Liberty of the Sons of God, and to 
an eternal Redemption; yea, he takes off and deftroyes that 
which hath brought the Oppreſſion upon the Creation : So an 
everlaſting Jubile in the new Covenant, andnew Teftament, and 
acw and living way, __ doth far exceed the few: nn

Year of Jubile, which was only to that particular Nation. But 
Chriſt's Jubile of his everlaſting Goſpel is to all Nations to whom 
the Goſpel is preached, and Liberty unto every Creature undes 
Heaven, by his Spiritual and Goſpel Trumpets, which are blown 
and ſounded by his Light, and Power, and Spirit, and Faith in 
all Nations, of their Spiritual Liberty and Freedom in the Land 
of the Living, yea, a Liberty both inwardly and outwardiy ; 
And he that believeth inthe Light, which is the Life in Chriſt, # 
ſaved; and he that doth not, is condemned. 

And thisGoſpel-Trumpet,which ſounds into all Nations and in- 
£0 all Countries for their Lipþcrty and Salvation and Freedom, aud 
Proclaims, That al their Debts are paid, sf they will believe it, 
and come out of Thraw/dem and Captivity ; and he that believes 
it is faved,and hath the Comfort of the Salvation & Liberty ; and 
he that will not believe it is condemned, and lies under Condem- 
nation. And fo in this the New Covenant and New Teſtament 
isnot according to the Old; for this Liberty and Jubile is to all 
Nations, but in the Old Covenant it was but to the particular 
Nation of the Jews. 

And in the Old Covenant the Sons of Aaron ſhall blow with 
the Trumpets; and this was an Ordinance tothe Prieſts ; and 
when they blowed the Trumpets the outward Jews were to al- 
femble themſelves before the Tabernacle, And whenthey blowed 
an Alarm, then the Camps ſet forward, Numb. 10, Sg they did 
not gather them together tothe Door of the Tabernacle with 
'zinging of Bells in the Old Covenant, but with the blowing of 
Trumpet:; and at the ſolemn Feaſts they blew the Trumpets, 
which was a Day of blowing the Trumpets, which were out- 
ward, in their outward Feaſts, to their outward Gathering to 
their outward Tabernacle: -But in the New Covenant and Teſta-. 
ment, which is got according to the Old, the Trumpets are ſpi- 
ritual and heavenly, which azc ſounded with the Power and Spi- 
rit of God, inthe Day of Chriſt ; yea, all his Believers in his 
Light, the Life in him, axe a Royal Prieſthood, and bloyy the 
Trumpet, and at the found of this heavenly Trumpet they ga- 
ther to his heavenly Tabernacle not made with hands, and to the 
heavenly Fer»/alerr, to his heavenly ſolemn Feaft, through the 
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Baptiſm of Chriſt, and Circumcifion with his Spirit, that pludges: 
down and cuts off all Corruptions; and fo all come to drink into 
one Spirit, that puts off the Body of Death and Sins of the Fleſh, 
that are gotten up upon Man and Weman by Tranſgreſſion : For 
Adam and Eve had it not before they tranſgreſſed the Command 
of God. Ando by theſe ſpiritual and heavenly Trumpets ye are 
gathered to the heavenly Feaſt, and Bread and Wine and Ho-, 
ney from Heaven, and the new Milk from the Living Word, 
that lives and abides, whole heavenly Breaſt is never dry, but is 
alwayes full of heavenly Milk. And lo as the heavenly Trumpet 
ſounds the Fews in Spixit move and go and follow the heaven- 
ly Spiritual Lamb in their fine Linnen, his Righteouſneſs, and 
keep their Feaſt of the heavenly Bread, that cannot be Leaven- 
ed; fothe Bread, the Wine, the Milk, the Honey, the Water, 
the Trumpets, and the Tabernacle are Heavenly and Spiritual in 
the new Covenant and Teſtament, which are not according to 
the old,with their out ward Bread,and W ater, and Trumpets, and 
ovtwar! Tabernacle; all thoſe outward things Chriſt aboliſhed, 
which ſerved but til] the Seed came to reform it; and in the time 
of the Reformation of Chriſt the heavenly and ſpiritual Man, he 
Reſorais his Believers and Followers out of the Natural, Out- 
ward and Carnal, into the Heavenly; Inward and Spiritual, And 
fo the New and Living Way, and the New Covenant and Tefſta- 
ment, and the New Time of Reformation is not according tothe 

Fews Old Covenant and Teftament, and Old Time and Way. 
And the outward Kingdom among the ZFews in the Old Cove- 
nant and Teſtament Chrift in his Everlaſting Kingdom in his New 
Covenant and New Teſtament. doth por. it. And they were 
commanded to an outward Cleanneſs in that outward Kingdom, . 
with the outward Cleanſing by the Blood of Beafts, &c. And 
when they did Tranſgreſs the outward Law of God in theis out-- 
ward Kingdoms,they were carried away Captives : But Chrifts 
Kingdom is an Everlafting Kingdom, and is holy and pure, and 
none that is defiled enters intoit ; for it ſtandsin Power and Joy 
in the holy. Ghoſt: and all muſt be born again before they can 
either ſee the Kingdom of Chriſt, or enter into it. - And Chriſt 
faith, The Law and the Praphety were nntil John - (which ” the. 
OTC- 
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PFore-runner of Chriſt, and F..., - of the Way) but the 
leaſt in the Kingdom of God u greater than John: And fromthe 
Dayes of John Baptiſt until now, the Kingdom of Heaven ſuffer- 
eth Violence, ſaith Chriſt, and men pref intoit. And Chrift aid 
unto his Diſciples, /c was given unto them to know the Myſterirs of 
the Kin;dom of God, &c. And John, when he writ unto the (c- 
ven Churches he ſaid, He was their Brother and Companion in Tri- 
bulation, and inthe Kingdom and Patience of Jeſus Chriſt,Rev.1. 
And Chrift ſent forth his Diſciples, and bid them, Go, and ſay, 
Repent , for the Kingdom of God ways at hand: And they preach- 
ed the Kingdom of God; yea, Paw did at Kome to all that came 
unto kim. And Chriſt faith, Not every one that ſaith Lord, 
Lord, ſhall enter into the Kingdom of God, but he that doth the 
Will of my Father, which ts in Heaven. And they were to ſcek 
the Kingdom of God, and the Righteouſneſs of it, and then all 
thoſe outward things, which the Gentzles did ſeek after, !1:wuld be 
added unto them, And Chriſt faith to his Followers in his new 
Covenant and new Teſtament, and new and living Way, That 
except their Righteouſneſs do exceed the R rower or, of the $cribes 
«nd Phariſees, they ſhould in no wiſe enter into the Kingdem of 
Heaven, And therefore the ChriſtZans in the new Covenant 
their inward and outward Holineſs, and Righteouſneſs, and 
Godlineſs, and Virtue, and Temperance, and Patience and 
Love muſt exceed all the outward Righteouſnels and Holineſs in 
the old Teſtament and Covenant of the Fews, and Prieſts, and 
Seribes and Phariſees, elſe they cannot enter into the Kingdom of 
God, 

And ſo it is clear, that the new Covenant and new Teſtament, 
and the-new and living Way, and the. Kingdom of Chriſt, and 
his Righteouſneſs exceeds the Fews in the old Covenant and Te- 
arent, and their old Way, which Kingdom is an Everlaſting 
eftabliſhed Kingdom, and no Unclean Thing can come into it , 
and it ſtands in Power and Joy in the holy Ghoſt: And all 
the Believers in the Light, . which is the Life in Chriſt, are born 
again, and” enter into his Ringdom, and are Heirs'of it; fo 
" Heirs of an Everlaſting Inheritance. | | 
And Aaron, he and his Company in the old Covenant _ Te- 
: ment 
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Rament were tolook totheCandleflichs, 8: to look to the ſeven Lamps, 
a perfet Number, as you may ſee in Namb.s, & Lev.24. & Exed.qO. 
& Exod. 24. And this they were to do throughout their Generations. 
Ando Aaron was to order the Lamps Evening and Morning, which 
were to burn continually without the Vail of the Teſtimony in the Ta- 
bernacle of the Congregation, Lev. 24. And thele outward things 
lerved till the Seed Chrift came in his newTeſtament,and in his new Co- 
venant, who aboliſhed all thoſe outward Candlefticks, Lamps and 
Lights in the outward Fews Generation,and the Prieſthood allo, And 
in the Generation of Chriſt in his new Covenant, his Believers, that 
are gathered in his Name, which are paſſed from Death to Life, which 
are his Church; doth not he call them Candleſticks? For in the Reve- 
lations he calls the ſeven Churches, or feven Congregations, which are 
a perfeft number, Seven Golden Candleſticks. Ard Chriſt, the high 
Prick doth calighten the Candle, which is the Spirit of man, in the 
Candleſtick. And theſe Congregations of People are them that he 
ſanAtifeth in Body, Soul and Spirit : And Chriſt walks in the midſt of 
theſe ſeven Golden Candleſticks, in his heavenly fine Linnen, and he a- 
venly golden Girdle; and his Hair as white as Wool and Snow, and 
his Eyes like a flame of Fire, and his Feet like fine Braſs, as if they were 
burning in a Furnace ;, and out of his Mouth went a ſharp two-edged 
Sword; and his C ountenance was as the Sun ſhining in his Strength. 
So here Chriſt in his new Teſtament and new Covenant of Light, Life 
and Grace is not according to the old,but doth exceed in Glory, Rev.x; 

And the Fews in the old Covenant, the Prieſts, before they did offey 
to God the outward Sacrifice,they were to be Sanftified ; which out- 
ward Sacrifice was to be Holy : But the Jews in Spirit in the new Co- 
venant, which is not according to the old, they are {anRified by Chriſt, 
and made clean by his Blood and heavenly Water ; and he is their San- 
Fifcation: And then all the fanctified Believers are a Royal Pricſt- 
hood, and they offer up ſpiritual Sacrifices, and the ſpiritual Sarcifices 
arc Holy, - So the SanQtifier and Offering in the new Covenant, and 
that which doth SanRific is not according to the o!d: And therefore 
Chriſt aboliſheth the old Covenant, and all its way of SanRifying with 
the Blood of Creatures, which was their Life 5 for Chriſt Sandtifies 
in his new Covenant with his own Blood, his Life, 2nd makes all Clean; 
and Ceſtroys him that made Man and Woman Unclean; nd renews 


Man and Woman up into the Image -1 God, which they were ws 
ore 
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ſore they Fell; and makes them as clean again as God made them,and 
brings them up into himſelf, who is Firſt and Laft, that never fell: So 
that they are built upon him, the Living Rock and Foundation, and 
- grafted into him, and He, the Root bares them : And here they with 
their ſpiritual heavenly Trumpets ſound forth to the Praiſe and Glory 
of God, and bring forth Fruits to his Praife. 

And the Apoſtle inthe new Covenant ſaid, That God had made thew 
able Miniſters of the New Teftament, not of the Letter ;, for the Letter of 
the Old Teftament killed,but the Spirit of the New Teſtament giveth Life, 
And farther, he faith, /f the Miniſtration of Death, Written and En- 

raven in Stones, war gloriowinits Time, ſo a the Children of Iſrael 
could net ſtedfaftly behold the Face of Moles, for the Glory of his Coun- 
renance;, which Glory, (aith the Apoſtle, was to be done away : Which 
is done away by Chriſt in the new Covenant & Teſtament: And there- 
forc the Miniſtration of the Spirit in the new Covenant and Teſtament, 
and new and living Way is more glorious : For if the Miniftration ef 
Condemnation be Glorious, which was the Miniftration of the old Te- 
ftament and Covenant ; then how much more doth the Miniſtration 
ef Righteoulneſs in the new Covenant exceed it inGlory? For if 
that which made Glorious in the old Teſtament had no Glory in this 
reſpe, byfeaſon of the Glory of that which excells it in the new Co- 
ycnant ; for if that which was done away was Glorious, much more 
that which remains is Glorious. For Moſesput a Vail over his Face, 
that the Children of //-ael could not ſtedfaſtly look to the end of that 
which is abolifhed, to wit, the old Covenant and the Vail, which tte- 
Apoſtle witneſſed were aboliſhed then in his Day ; but their Minds 
were blinded fo as they did not fee it : For until this day remains the 
ſame Vail untaken away in the reading of-the old Teſtament, which 
Vailis done away in Chriſt. But even till this day, when Moſes is 
read, the Vail « over their Hearts, ſaith the Apoſtle, to wit, the Jews, 
and 'other Few:ſb-minded People ; for while Moſes is read, and in 
reaCing the old Teſtament, it keeps the Vail upon them; then what 
Go theygthat not only read it,but praftice many things in the oldTefta- 
ment ; and yet will becalled Chriſtians of the new Covenant ? But doth 
not the Apoſtle tell you, The Yail is over their bearts when Moles is read? 
And the old Teſtament and Vail is done away by Chriſt in hisnew*Te-' 
ſtament and new Covenant of Lizht, Life and Grace. And they that 
do not belicye it, the Vail is oves them, and-their Glory is no cy 
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and they are under the Miniftration of Death & Condemnation,& riot 
under the Miniſtration of the new Teſtament of Life; for the Vail re- 
mains untaken away in reading of the old Teſtament; And even to this 
day,whilſt Moles 15 1ead,theY ail us over their hearts,as theApoſtle faith, 

And now, youcalled Chriſtians, is not Swearing truly by the Lord, 
ard per forming the Oath unto the Lord, for the ending the Strife among f# 
men, isnot this in the Miniſtration of A7oſes? is not this your Pra- 
ftice? And did not Moſes command it by the Law in the old Cove- 
nant? And are not outward Temples and Pulpits A7oſes and the old 
Teſtament? And are not Tythes and Offcrings, and his Fruits doſes 
his Vail & the old Teſtament? And is not the oblerving of Dayes and 
Moneths, and the Paſſover, which you call the Time of Eafter, and 
your Penticoſt or Whitſontide, as you call it, Moſes and the old Teſta- 
ment? And is not calling of your Dayes Munday, Tueſday, Wedneſ- 
day, Thur ſday, Friday, Satarday, Sunday, Cc. and your calling the 
Moneths by the Names of ay, fune, July, Auguſt, &c. which is nei- 
ther from Moſes nor Chriſt, but from the Heathen,which your Prattice 
herein is not accorCing to the old Covenant nor the new? Andare not 
the Sabbath, and the Pricſt- Surplice and white Sleeves, and the change 
of Garme its to differ them from other People, oſes and the old Te- 
ſtament, and not the new Teſtament and Covenant? And is not out- 
ward Altars,& Candleſticks,and Sanftuaries,and outward Candles bur- 
ning in your Temples, 4eſes & the oldTeſtament ? And whileſt ye read 
and Co all theſe things doth not the Apoſtle tell you, The Fail i over 
zour Hearts ? For doth not the Apoſtle tell you, That Chriſt hath abo- 
liſhed Moſes his old Teſtament, and hath taken off his Vail, and made 
his Glory no Glory, becauſe the Glory of the new Covenant and Te- 
ſtament hath dimmed it, and done away the Glory of the old ? 

And therefore, are not you under the Vail, with your Tenths, and 
Ty thes, and Offerings, and Candles and Candleſticks in your Temple; 
and Altars,and outward Places of Worſhip,with your Prieſts Ciſtingui- 
ſhing Garments, and your Feaſts, and Obſerving of Dayes and Times, 
and Swearing to end Strife and Controverſic amongſt you? Is not this 
Adaſes and the old Teſtament,. and reading the old Teſtament, and not 
the new Teſtament and new Covenant, whichfaith,' Swear not at af, 
but let your Communication be Yea,Tea, Nay, Nay * And Chrift's Righ» 
tcouſnels is all the Believers fine Linnen, which are the Children of the 
new Covenant, and of the Light, and theis Altar is. ng." 
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Chriſt hath enlightened their SM their Spirits, with the Light, 
whichis the Life in him; which burns in their Temple Night and Day. 
And fo Chriſt in his glorious new Teftament and new Covenant he hath 
done away and aboliſhed the firſt Prieſthood, with his Garments, and 
Offerings,and his outward Lights, and Altars, and Feaſts, and Dayes, 
and carnal Sanftuary, & Oathes and Tythes : And they are'blind, as 
the 7ews, that ſeehim not come in his new Covenant to aboliſh all 
thoſe things of the old; who ſaith inhis 1ew Covenant to his Diſciples 
and Followers, Freely ye have received, freely give. ji 

And fo it is clear, that the new Covenant and Teſtament, and new 
and living Way is not according tothe old ; and as People do turnto 
the | ord by his Light, Grace, and Truth, and Spirit and Goſpel to 
Chrift in his new Teſtament and Covenant of Light, Life and Grace, 
the Vail will be done away off the old Covenant, and *Ado/es from off 
their Hearts, that they may come to read in the new Covenant ard 
Teſtament: And ſuch as are in the new Covenant and Teſtament they 
are manifeſtly declared to be the Epiſtles of Chrift, wruten not with Ink, 
but with the Spirit of the living God ,, not in tables of Stone, as it was in. 
the old Teſtament & Covenant, but in the fleſhly T ables of their Hearts : 
Now that Lord ts that Sp1%t, and where the Spirit of the Lord «, there is 
Liberty, But we all, faith the Apoſtle, with open fave (to wit, inthe 
new Covenant & Teſtament \beholding as in a Glaſs the Glory of the Lord, 
z glorious beholCing ! and arechanged into the ſame Image, from Glory 
to Glory, even by the Spirit of the Lord: A bleſſcd glorious change into 
a glorious Image. 

And this is the glorious Happineſs and Comfort, that all the Children 
of the Lord in the n«w Covenant and Teſtament, and rew and living Way 
didand do enjoy, which doth exceed the old Goverant and Teſtament, 
and old Way inits Glory, which is done away and abolifhed by Chrif 
Feſm. $0 he hath taken away the Firſt and eſtabliſhed the Second, who 
walks in the midſt of his heavenly Golden Candleſticks, and is the head of 
his holy ſartt:ficd Church, and is alive and [5ves for evermore, who is wor- 
thy to have zlory and honour,the Lamb that hath been ſlain from the foun- 
aation of the World, who,is racing down all the World's Foundations, 
and be himſelf is the only bely Firitual, ſafe, ſure Rock and Foundation 
for his believer s,whick are l1ving Stones to build upen, who was, and is, 
and w.Þl be to alteternity the Fsrft and Loft; Glory tothe Lord forever ; 
Hallalnjah, Praiſes to the Lord forever, and for evermore. .F,

#n the old Covenant : But Chriſt was a Perfeft Man without ſin,and dyed 
for Sign, And the Paſchal Lamb, which the Jews tn the old - Covenant 
were not to break.a Bone of it : And Chriſt, when they had Craci/ud him, 
the Paſchal Lamb in the new Covenant, they did not break his Legs, as its 
written, Not a Bone of Him ſhall be Broken. And the Jews did ear

Ss the Jews #n the Spirit, the true Chriſtians in the new Teflament heve 
their Names written in Heaven, and in the Lambs Buok of Life, and 
have the Father who is the Creator of all, his Mark and Seal in their 
Fore-head, Andoutward Cirenmeiſion in the Fleſh, was Circumciſion in 
the old Teſtament : Butin the new Teſtament, outward Circumciſion is 
not Circumeiſuen, but inward Circumciſion, which puts off the Body of 
Death, and the Sing of the Fleſh, that hath gotten upon man and we- 
man by Tranſgreſſion thu is the true Circumciſion in the new Covenant, 
in which People ſerve God in the Spirit, 

And in the old Covenant he was a Jew that ws one outward : But in 
the new Covenant, he is not a Jew which u one ontwardly;, but he is 4 
Jew that 15 one inwardly, and Circumciſion is that of the Heart, and in 
rhe Spirit, and not of the Letter, whoſe Praiſe is of Gad, and not of men, 
And the Lord appeared among the Jews in the outward Temple,when they 
kept his Law in the old Covenant : But in the new Covenant, which ir not 
according to the ofd, God hath ſent his Son to aboliſhthe Jews ourward 
Tiemple, and the old Covenant, and the Law, and things init, which 
God had commanded, And in the new Covenant, which i; not accore 
fling tothe old, God, and his Son Chriſt Jeſus appears in his Peo- 
ple, and dwells in them, and nx them lis Temple, And in the old 
Covenant they had the Temple in the City of Jerulalem : But in the new 
Covenant there # no Temple in the heavenly Jeruſalem ; for the Lord
